The shockii\g death of 20-month- 
pld Daniel Eugene Brown under 
tiie wheels of a city garbage truck 
on Tuesday morning broke a ten- 
year Greenbelt record of no traffic 
fatalities. In 1939 there were two 
traffic deaths, one a child. 

City Manager Charles T. McDon¬ 
ald, who said that the truck was 
moving very slowly at the time of 
the accident and had a man on the 
back as well as the one in the driv¬ 
er’s seat, told The Cooperator 
Tuesday night that in the future, to 
avoid another such tragedy, the sec¬ 
ond man will wait on the giound 
instead of the back of the truck un¬ 
til the truck pulls out of each court. 
A hearing was held this morning in 
Hyattsville on the technical charge 
of manslaughter which was placed 
against Forrest M. Hagen, driver of 
the truck.

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[ The following speech was presented by Ralph G. Miller, Co - 
operator staff member, before a meeting of employees of the Po^ 
iomac Cooperative area, held in Greenbelt last Monday . It is beincf 
reprinted here so that our readers may also share the information 
it contains.] 

The Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing Association has one activi¬ 
ty, but it is a big one, publishing The Greenbelt Cooperator. The Co- 
operator, an independent paper, is the only newspaper in town and it 
is distributed to every home. No price is charged, although in recent 
years this has been considered many times. 

The Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing Association, a non-profit or¬ 
ganization, is open to any resident who is a member of two or more 
cooperatives in Greenbelt. The members of the association elect a’ 
board of five directors who in turn select an editor. 

The purpose of The Cooperator, as stated on its masthead, is (1.) 
to report Greenbelt news fully, fairly and accurately, and 2.) to serve 
the best interests of the cooperative movement. 

At the present time the paper has 18 members on its staff; through¬ 
out the years this has varied. 

The paper was started in November 1937 by a group of resident^ 
who formed a Journalistic Club. Its purpose was to provide, an outlet 
for the dissemination of news in town, at first, I imagine, particularly 
federal and town government notices. 

The first six issues were experimental. During this period ithe pa¬ 
per was also sponsored by Greenbelt Consumer Services and apparently 
financial support for these six issues was given by GCS. I am sorry 
this happened, because ever since then the paper has been fighting 
charges that it is a house organ of Greenbelt Consumer Services. 

We of the staff welcome every opportunity such as this to publicly 
state that The Greenbelt Cooperator is independent and supports itself 
through sale of advertising space. 

The seventh issue and those following were published by the 
Journalistic Club until 1940, when the present form of organization, 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Publishing Association, was adopted. 

The paper was first published in mimeographed form, then offset, 
and finally, in 1941, printed. This was an achievement. It was the 
realization of a dream. There have always been dreams in the minds 
of the staff members of a goal to be reached. One was a primted 
paper; another was an 8-page printed paper, and this too has been 
accomplished although a shortage of help has made it necessary to 
give up the 8 pages and return to 4 pages for the time being. Still 
another dream, and this is the most remote I am afraid, is our own 
printing plant to print The Cooperator and, to serve the printing needs 
of cooperatives in the Washington area. 

The Greenbelt Cooperator is a unique institution in a unique com¬ 
munity. All staff members are volunteer workers. Only the delivery 
boys are paid for their services, and the ad solicitor gets a small percentage. 

Our staff is made up of housewives, and employed men and women, 
who week after week spend one to 17 hours in getting out the paper. 
Most of this is night work. One and two o’clock in the morning, once ot 
twice a week, is bedtime for some staff members . Some weeks three or 
four may be the hour. Several editors have had to work all night to get 
the paper out. 

This is the driving spirit of The Cooperator staff now and in the 
past which has made it possible to publish the paper every week for 
nearly 12 years without missing an issue. We are prouder of this, I 
think, than of any single thing I can think of. 

Why is this work done week after week for nothing? Not just for 
the love of newspaper work. A Washington newspaper reporter was 1 
astounded to learn that the staff worked without compensation. I like 
newspaper work, he said, but not that much. 

It’s not the satisfaction in seeing one’s writing in type. Nor the 
one or two parties, good as they are, we give once or twice a year. 

1 think, most of us, consciously or unconsciously, have a deep feel¬ 
ing of a responsibility, in kinship with the founders of the paper, to 
serve the community and preserve its unity by keeping the residents' 
informed of the activities going on in town. 

The Greenbelt Cooperator serves the cooperative movement not 
only by printing news of local co-ops, but by something I think is* 
more important. And that is that The Greenbelt Cooperator is an out¬ 
standing example of achievement through cooperation.
